Widely known as one of the oldest 
Justices of the Peace and a descendant 
of a pioneer family of Bucks countv 
Kobert Eastburn died at his home in 
Yardley on Saturday night after a 
short illness. 
'Squire Eastburn was a 


descendant of Robert Eastburn, who 
came from England to Philadelphia 
prior to 171S and -whose son, Samuel, 
great-great 
grandfather of 
Robert 


Eastburn, settled in Solebury about 


'Squire Eastburn was the son of 


Jacob and Elizabeth K. Eastburn and 
was born on Third month 2d, 1838, al 
the ok] SoJebury homestead, where he 
was reared and received a good educa- 
tion. He began life as a farmer at 
Limeport, but in I860 returned to Ihe 
homeslead farm. Through a Friend 
Kobert Eastburn enlisted in the emer- 
gency company formed at Doylestown 
at the time of Lee's invasion in the 
Civil War. 


In 1863 Robert purchased an interest 


In his father's lime business and re- 
moved lo Yardley and formed a part- 
nership under the firm name of East- 
burn & Cook, which lasted several 
years. He then went into the coal 
business at Yardley, which he closed 
out in 1897. 


He was elected a Justice of the Peace 


in 1874 and served in that office in 
Lower Makefleld township and Yard- 
ley borough for a period of about 
thirty years. He held the office at the 
time of his death and was also engaged 
in the real estate business. 


Mr. Eastburn was married 
four 


times. His flrstwife.whom he married 
Second Mo.-12th, 1857, was Elizabeth, 
daughter of Joseph K. and Letitia 
Belts Reeder. 
She died Eleventh- 


month, Oth, 1860. His second wife, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Charles White, 
of Solebury, whom he married on 
Tenth-month, 20th, 1863, died Elev- 
enth-month 6th, 1866, and on Eighth- 
raonth 12th, 1876, he married Anna 
Palmer, who died Third-month 8th, 
1901. His fourth wife, whom he mar- 
ried about two years ago, survives 
him. 
He leaves two sons.

Mr. Furrell is a limner saloon keep-

may be hoped, evmtualty abolished; 
and if nominated and elected to the 
Legislature that will be my course to- 
ward local option, not only for the 
reasons above given, but for the fur- 
ther one, that as a principle local op- 
tion is one of the fairest and best 
methods of securing a fair and square 
expression of the people on any law. 


In an endeavor to win the votes of 


the men who worked in the great 
mills of Manchester, England, during 
his campaign for election to Parlia- 
ment, Winston Churchill was com- 
pelled to come out boldly and pro- 
claim himself ost in favor of free trade.

HCCMISCS the court IIUK forced saloons 
into districts In close proximity to 
schools and churches and among resi- 
dents who had strongly protested.

open court the judges had said that 
there were enough saloons In these dis- 
tricts; in Hie solitude of the chamber 
the opinion was reversed.

plication papers the plain terms of 
the law had not been obeyed; but ir- 
regularities were all forgotten when 
the final indorsements were made. 
The allegation is made that a certain 
Philadelphia political boss keeps a 
list of favored ones u hu are to luue 
liquoi licenses; but no one had as- 
serted that such a list is posted in 
any court room.

JUit there is enough public indigna- 


tion in Philadelphia to cause the 
judges to be considerably disturbed. 
There was an informal conference of 
all the judges last Saturday to review 
the license cases. They are no doubt 
humiliated—that is, some of them arc 
—that liquor license1 cases and the for- 
tunes of political bosses uie so closely 
linked in that city. To the public it 
looks as if the granting of"45 new li- 
censes against vigorous opposition was 
in pursuance of "orders" outside the 
court room.

and became thereby part owner of il, 
and that Byron Ileiulley gave his note 
for $1000 to Joseph Headley. Sr., to 
secure his share of the mortgage and 
that he only paid interest on $:1000 to 
his father, Sumuel Hcadlcv. Samuel 
Hcadluy gave his son, Joseph Hend- 
Ity, the defendant, his farm, stock 
and household goods and al the same 
time his interest in the mortgage. 
Gave ¥-1000 to his son, Byron Headley, 
to equalize his gift 
Lo the defendant. 


After this Mercy H. Headley, the wife 
of Bryon Headley, issued an execution 
aginst him lor M8SO, loaned by her 
to him, then A. Brock Shoemaker, 
trustee of the Burton estate, issued an 
execution against Byron Headley, on 
the first mortgage; by an agreement 
the Burton estate was paid $12(10, by 
Mrs. 
Byron Headlev. and it was then 


agreed by Samuel Headley that his 
morlgage should be satisfied and Mrs. 
Headley's claim become the second 
lien. Then, as the bill claims, by a

Ileadley, by his son, Joseph, he was, 
induced to sign an assignment of the 
mortgage of ¥-1000, against his son 
Byron, to his son, Joseph, wilhout 
any consideration. 


The defendant in his answer says 


that he has no knowledge of the part
